AT LEAST 98 DEMOCRATIC 


DELEGATES ARE ELECTED 


Oklahoma City, Nov. 8. 2 a. rn.—Ac­ 
cording to the latest official count in 
the election for constitutional delegates 
as received by The Oklahoman and the 
democratic campaign committee, the 
democrats have at least 98 representa­ 
tives in the convention out of the 112, 
or 49 from each territory, a singularly 
felicitous circumstance. 
At 2 o’clock this morning the result 
in each district was known, with the 
exception of the Third district in Wood­ 
ward county, where the vote was very 
close between T. A. Siebert and E. R. 
Williams. The latest information from 
that district was to the effect that the 
democratic nominee, E. R. Williams, 
was leading in the count. The latter’s

election will give the democrats 99 of 
the 112 delegates, or 86 working ma­ 
jority. 
The republicans are assured of only 
twelve delegates, six from each terri­ 
tory. 
Frank F. Stowe, independent,of 
the 95th district, was elected. 
The committee met today and re­ 
quested Frank Parkinson, of Wagoner, 
I. T., chairman of the Indian Territory 
Executive Committee, to have the 
members meet in Guthrie Nov. 19, the 
day preceding the openiig of the con­ 
stitutional convention. 
While it was 
not announced, it is the intention of 
the committee to draft memorials to 
the convention, which is heavily demo­ 
cratic, urging the necessity of careful 
action in preparing a constitution. The 
committee will act in an advisory ca­ 
pacity only. 
It is also the intention to 
consider the next campaign. 
E. P. Hill of South McAlester, I. T., 
member of the cempaign committee 
from the Fourth Congressional district, 
said last night: 
“ While we knew the 
election would go democratic, we had 
not counted on such an overwhelming 
majority, and speaking for the demo­ 
cratic organizations, it is their desire 
that a constitution be drafted which 
the people of Oklahoma will be glad to 
indorse, and one which will be a shade 
better than any other in the American 
Union. We propose to keep faith with 
the people.” 
It is understood the Guthrie meeting 
on Nov. 19 will develop some line-up on 
the county seat question as it applies 
to the Indian Territory. 
The Anti-Saloon League of Oklahoma, 
which organization has been directing 
the prohibition fight in the campaign is 
claiming 28 of the 53 delegates in Okla­ 
homa as being favorable to a constitu­ 
tional provision against the sale of 
liquors. 


A Symbolic Boquet. 
R. W. Fleming presented the News 
with a cluster of four beautiful roses, 
explaining the symbolism of the flowers 
in this wise: The white one represents 
purity; the bright, healthy red one the 
democratic party; the pale pink one the 
republican partr; the still paler one the 
socialists. 


Casually encountering some of Ada’s 
citizens, the News reporter gathered 
the following expressions regarding the 
results of the recent election: 
Dr. M. W. Ligon; “ I would have 
been satisfied if the democrats had 
elected just one more delegate.

the results of the first election in Okla­ 
homa when the people were free to 
vote without any strings tied to them. 
A deep significance of the results is, 
the northern republicans when they 
come down here accept the southern 
idea on the race question.” 
R. M. Cummings, chairman republi­ 
can

campaign 
committee: 
“ After due reflection I am persuaded 
the main reason Carlton Weaver won 
is that there were too many democrats. 
Hitelicocklsm was our undoing. Though 
both parties in the territories deeply 
resented the policy of Hitchcock, our 
party being in power we had to bear 
the burden. Still we will elect the state 
officers next year. 
J. W. Bolen: “ I fear the democrats

The third fellow to offer himself at the 
polls was one Peter Brown, colored. 
Gus knew him of old and promptly an­ 
nounced to the judges, “ I challenge 
Peter.” 
The chairman of the board asked Mr. 
Bobbitt if he was prepared to make an 
affidavit challenging the right of the 
negro to vote. Replying that he thought 
it scarcely necessary, Mr. Bobbitt pro­ 
ceeded 
to catechise Peter about his 
past, with the result that the latter 
admitted having been in the peniten­ 
tiary three times. 
Hardly had Gus fin­ 
ished his lecture on the penalty for an 
ex convict voting, when Peter ski­ 
dooed from the premises, and several 
other blacks, presumably in the same 
fix, went hence with him.

Washington, Nov. 8 - President and 
Mrs. Roosevelt today started on the 
long trip to Panama. 
The naval yacht 
Mayflower, which has so often been the 
lome of the president on his minor 
naval ventures (carried the chief ex­ 
ecutive down the Potomac to a point, 
Wolf Top Light, where he boarded the 
waiting Louisiana early today. 
The 
new armored cruisers Tennessee and 
Washington accompany the Louisiana 
cm the six days trip to Central Am­ 
erica. 
The president will probably be ab­ 
sent from Washington about three 
weeks, at least twelve days of which 
will be spent on the ocean. 
The time 
spent on board ship will not be wasted, 
however as the president has express­ 
ed his intention of continuing his work 
on the message to congress.

the 
return trip he will write that part of 
the message dealing with canal affairs 
and will make recommendations based 
on his personal observation and inves­ 
tigation. 
During all the time the president is 
at sea he will be in daily communication 
with Washington by means of an al­ 
most perfect system of wireless tele­ 
graphy with which the Louisiana has 
been equipped.

Attractively Decorated Tables En­ 
hance the Holiday Feast—Statu­ 
ettes May Represent the Greek 
Goddesses of Plenty—Toy Foot­ 
balls and Turkeys Make Appro­ 
priate Place Cards—A Contest in 
Thanksgiving. 


The very close of the month of No­ 
vember brings Thanksgiving and the 
well-stored grainhouses and 
general 
prosperity of the nation 
attest 
its 
right and duty to give thanks. 
Thanksgiving and Christmas form 
two days so strictly family-like in na­ 
ture that, in celebration, the outside 
world scarcely should peep in. 
How­ 
ever, on these days, fashion's decrees 
ave set aside and the family usually 
dines during the midday, leaving the 
evening free for the fun and frolic 
with friends. On these days, too, the 
annual football -games at the colleges 
marking the close of the football sea­ 
son attract the young and old college 
folk alike and .Thanksgiving is a busy 
day.

At the end of each strand have a small 
turkey bearing the place-card in its 
beak. 
For another turkey decoration the 
strands may come from beneath the 
lid which may be in the back of the j 
turkey or at the neck. A small Amer­ 
ican flag will serve as the place card. 
At the close of the meal each diner 
will be requested to draw ais strand 
of ribbon from the turkey. 
At the 
other end of the ribbon he will find 
a blank sheet of paper and a small 
pencil. 
At the top of the paper will 
be written a quotation descriptive of 
the guest for whom it is intended and 
beneath will be written: 
“Count your many blessings, 
Name them one by one.” 
Thereupon every member of 
the 
party must set about putting down 
on the paper the things for which 
he is thankful. 
At the close of the 
time allotted to the contest the hostess 
passes a great cup bearing the inscrip­ 
tion: 
“My cup overflows.” The slips 
of paper are put in this and the one 
who has found the greatest number 
of blessings for which thanks is re­ 
turned is given a prize—the turkey 
which has served as a centerpiece, 
filled with candy, for instance. 
For the young folk a decoration of 
footballs is good. 
The 
centerpiece 
may be a large hall carried aloft by 
Minerva, symbolizing victory, or

Railroads 
Providing 
for 
Day When 
Forests Are Gone. 


The most perishable of the factors 
that enter into a railroad’s “mainte­ 
nance of way” accounts, the ties, are 
in moden practice reckoned for fur­ 
thest ahead. 
The Atchison 
is 
the 
latest road to adopt 
the 
plan 
of 
growing its own ties, which means 
that about 20 years from 
now' 
the 
construction department will be cut­ 
ting 
its 
own 
lumber, provided, of 
course, that in the intervening gen­ 
eration ties of steel or 
sleepers of 
stone or concrete after the English 
fashion have not come into 
general 
use. 
Dispatches 
from 
the 
west 
an­ 
nounced that the Atchison had paid 
$100,000 for a ranch in California con­ 
taining 8,650 acres on which to grow 
encalyptus trees to supply the road 
with ties. 
It takes the tree, which is 
a relatively rapid 
grower, about 
20 
years to arrive at a diameter large 
enough for the purpose ami each tree 
will then furnish from six to 
eight 
ties. 
In order to give the road a 
continuous supply about 450 acres 
will be planted each year‘sod at the 


i end of 20 years, when the first plan­ 
tation is ready for the ax. the plant­ 
ing will begin all over again. 
The railroads of the middle west 
began the planting of the eucalyptus 
I groves some years ago and there are

tions of a fair growth, though none 
has yet reached an age sufficient for
